John Roberts gave a presentation on the sutler to¬ 
kens and scrip used at Camp Chase, a Union post and 
Confederate prisoner of war camp on Sullivant Ave. 
marked now by the graves of 2,260 prisoners who died 
of disease and wounds there during the Civil War. 

The camp had two sutlers, N.B. Marple and William 
Jamison. Only a handful of their tokens are known, 


Robert said. The are listed as R-9, two to four known. 
“There’s no such thing as a common sutler token,” 
Roberts said. 

The Confederate cemetery, he noted is reputed to be 
haunted by the Lady in Grey who walks among the 
graves looking for her lover who did not return from 
the war. John Roberts noted, there are two John Rob¬ 
erts in the cemetery, but they are not his ancestors.
